The heightened 
of tae volee, the inecsiant gesticu- 
lntion, the physical resticssness, are not 
only unpleasant, but they iavolve just 
so niuch needless expenditure of a fdtce 
of which few of uS possess a super- 
a undance. Comp!cte self-control is one 
of the fondamental qualities in any 
lurve anl high success; for complete 
‘li-control means that one has ono’s 
: telvy in hand and is able t 

' ss one’s self exclusively to what- 
ris necessary to be done at the mo- 
ent. lteis a great mistake to infer 
ver from any kind of violence or rest- 
ness. Trae power is allied with 
composure, with calmness, witb self-re- 
tut; and real power is manifested 
in restraint and composure and not 
in violence of speech or action. 
A man of nervous organization re- 
cently said that he had gained 
immense benefit by simply watching 
the modulations of his voice and per- 
itly resisting the inclination to 

ito high tones. lie had found not 
relief for the vocal chords, but a 
:Jiness and calmness of thought and 
.c¢ling which made him conscious of 
the great blunder of wasting nervous 
strength by suffering the vocal chords 
to sympathize with an excited condition 
rather than keeping them under steady 
control.

FACTS ABOUT LEAVES. 


Specially Molifie! by Nature for Some 
Particalar Purpose. 

Even the most cursory observer of 
ve7ctablo life must have been often 
struck with the various forms of leaves. 
they should be so variously 


gost itself, though there is a reason for 
tue special shaps and texture of almost 
Piants, such 
as grasses, daffodils and others which 
usually grow in clusters, havo gen- 
or lly narrow leaves growing upright, 
so as not to overshadow one another. 
Other plants, of isolated habits, have 
an arrangement of foliage which 
secures to themselves the space of 
ground ne sesSary for their develop- 
ment, The daisy, dzndclion and shep- 
berd’s purse-—-which may “mostly be 
seen in pastures—arc cxamples of this. 
A circle of broad leaves pressed against 
the ground, forming what is known as 
a rosette growth, effectually bars the 
approach of any other plant and keeps 
clear from all other roots the space of 
ground necessary to its own nutriment. 
Floating leaves, and leaves of marsh 
plants, are usually of simple outline, 
for, having few competitors, they are 
not liable to getin one another's light. 
Submerged plants have mosily leaves 
of narrow segmonts—the reason for 
which is not .very well § under- 
stood, though it is assumed by 
naturalists that it is for 
purpose of exposing as large a 
surface as possible, in order to extract 
the minute proportion of carbonic acid 
dissolved in a vast bulk of water. 
Leaves on the boughs of trees are often 
much divided, so as to fold easily, to 
prevent their being rent and torn by 
high winds, while the glossy surface of 
evergreens is intended to throw off rain 
and dew, which might freoze on them, 
and so cause injury to the tissucs witb- 
But the hairs on the surface of 
leaves are perhaps the most interest.ng 
study ofall. With the aid of a micro- 
scope, the beautiful and systematic ar- 
rangement of these can be easily dis- 
cerned, and their uses understood. On 
many plants there are glandular hairs, 
to catch or deter small creeping insects; 
on others there are hairs set so as t.--t 
as offectively against young animals as 
a spike palisade against obtrusive boys; 
on others. hairs which arrest the drops 
of moisture and force them down the 
leaf-stalk, to moisten the earth about 
the roots; while others aro protected Ly 
a sericé of poisoned stings) The ordin- 
ary nettle is an example of this, and 
the beauty and ingenuity of its mechan- 
ism is truly wonderful. Each nettle 
hair is armed with a brittle and pointed 
sil.cecous cap, which breaks off in the 
wound; and the poison is then able tv 
flow out through a tubular hair, froma 
reservoir at its base. There is scarcely 
a form of leaf butis specially u.viified 
by nature for some particular purpose, 
and the discovery of this purposo is s 
source of very pleasant, as well as profit- 
able, study.—Hlorticultural Times. 


Russian Remedy for Toothache. 

A [Russian practitioner. recommends 
the use of hyuscyamus seeds for tooth- 
ache. Ilis plan is to burn the seeds and 
Lo convey tbe smoke through a Litto pa- 
per tube to the holo iu the tooth. He

$10,500; the_ baggage car, $1,000; the 
postal car, $2,000; the smoking car, $5,- 
000; two ordinary passenger cars, $10,- 
000 cach; three palace cars, $15,000 cach; 
total $83,000. Many of the trains which

Tur Photographic Society of Geneva, 
Switzerland, has just made an intcrest- 
ing experiment. It has been observed 
inthe case of mature married couples 
who have Jivea together tor a iong 
period of years that, harmonious in 
thought and feeling, and subject to the 
same conditions of life, they acquire a 
etrong facial resemblance. The socicty 
tuok ths photographs of seventy-cight 
couples, to sce to what extent this facial 
resemblance prevails. Theo result, says 
a London paper, is that in twenty-four 
cases the resemblance in personal ap- 
pearance of the husband and wife was 
greater than that of brother and sister; 
in thirty cases it was equally great; and 
in only twenty-four was there a total 
absence of resemblance.

1889 was 262,000,000 pounds. 

In Austria, a petroleum flame is now 
made to spin 1,500 yards of glass thread 
per minute, which is used not only for 
cloth but for chains, brushes, etc. 

Anovut 5,000 barrels per day of crude 
petroleum are consumed for fucl in Chi- 
cago. In the use of this oil for fucl 
about 500,009 tons of soft coal per an- 
num are supposed to be displaced. 

It is stated that at least one-half of 
the sugar crop of the world is produced 
from bects.

“STRAWBERRY TEA” is the outcome of 
a new industry in Germany in the utili- 
zation of the young leaves of the straw- 
berry plant as a beverage. Uaving 
been carofully dried, they are used in- 
stead of Chinese tea, which they closely 
apprcach in taste. 

SomE expcriments made at the Royal 
Polytechnic School at Munich show, 
curiously enuugh, that the strength of 
camel’s hair belting reaches 6,315 pounds 
per square inch, while that of ordinary 
beltings ranges between 2,269 and 5,260 
pounds per square inch, and the camel's 
hair belt is also unaffected by acids.
